BIG NEGRO SCHOOL 
A OTHER BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED IN FIRE 


Holmes Institute, 2 Apart- 
ments, 2 Houses Are 
Burned as Thousands of 
Atlantans Look On. 


Fanned by a stiff breeze and spread- 
ing in a manner that reminded magy 
persons of the disastrous 1917 blaze, 
a fire which caught and destroyed the 
Holmes Institute, five-story negro 
school at 411 Hilliard street, early 
Thursday morning threatened the 
thickly populated section at Forrest 
avenue and Hilliard street while fire- 
men called out on two alarms battled 
to get the fire under control. 

Shortly after the fire was discov- 
ered at midnight, it had gutted the 
institute, an adjacent apartment 
building and two houses in the rear 
of the institute, and was burning an- 
other apartment building. Residents 
of the neighborhood were out in force 
on the roofs of their homes, using 
garden hose and brooms to extinguish 
sparks which were carrying as far as 
Felton drive, a distance of several 
blocks. 

Occupants of houses and apart- 
ments close to the site of the insti- 
tute were evacuating their homes, 
taking their prized possessions with 
them as the flames appeared gaining 
headway. 

The midnight fire was the second 
big blaze in the vicinity within 12 
hours, and may have originated from 
smouldering sparks left from the first 
blaze, which destroyed an apartment 
building and six houses. Another fire 
during the day damaged three houses 
on Berean avenue at Nos. 163, oceu- 
pied by H. C. Brooks, 159, occupied 
by C. W. Howsley, and 165, occupied 
by A. J. Brookside. 

In the earlier fire in the Holmes 
Institute section, the blaze started at 
15 Felton drive from an undetermined 
origin, and spread to 12, 21 and 23 
Felton drive, 388 Pine street, and 
597 Merritts avenue. The apartment 
house was at 401 Merritts avenue. 

The Holmes Institute, a five-story

HOUSE DEFEATS 
WIDE VET RAISES, 
VOTES PAY HIKE 


Taber’s Compromise 
Adopted by 189-92; In- 
crease of 10 Per Cent in 
Federal Salaries Ap- 
proved. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—()— 
After once breaking away from ad- 
ministration leaders, the house settled 
down tonight and adopted compromise 
proposals.on veterans and federal pay 
legislation contained in the controvert- 
ed independent offices supply bill. 

This action came at the close of a 
long day which had seen democrats 
join with republicans and farmer-la- 
borites In an uprising aginst adminis- 
tration desires that the measure be 
sent to conference with the senate for 
a settlement satisfactory to President 
Roosevelt who had threatened a veto. 

As dispatched to conference tonight, 
the measure included the $90,000,000 
Taber compromise proposal for  in- 
creased benefits to former soldiers and 
the Vinson amendment restoring 5 
per cent of government salaries on 
February 1 and another 5 on July 1. 

Restoration of Pay. 

The senate originally had overstep- 
ped the administration to boost veter- 
ans’ benefits about $118,000,000 and 
direct a 5 per cent restoration of fed- 
eral pay now and the full 15 per cent 
on July 1. 

Confronted by the veto threat, the 
house voted 222 to 191 for the pro- 
posal of Representative Taber, repub- 
lican, New York, and 185 to 101 for 
the pay restoration proposition of 
Representative Vinson, democrat, 
Georgia. 

On the Taber compromise, 201 dem- 
ocrats were joined by 21 republicans 
in voting for it while 97 democrats, 89 
republicans and five farmer-laborites 
voted against. Speaker Rainey also 
voted for. 

The Vinson pay restoration amend- 
ment was estimated to cost $28.000,- 
000 to June 30, 1934, and from $125,- 
000,000 to $130,000,000 for the next 
fiscal year compared with $190,000.- 
000 estimated.as the cost of the full 
15 per cent restorati provided in 
the senate amendm oom 

Altogether the senate Amendments 
were estimated to increase the bill by 
$354,000,000. 

Representative Conhery, democrat, 
Massachusetts, leader of the fight for 
the adoption of the senate amend- 
ments, forced a second vote on each 
of the compromises in a final effort 
to get the house to reverse itself. 

Rule Is Defeated. 

Earlier in the day, the veteran bloc 
joined by republicans and farmer-la- 
borites, successfully defeated admin- 
istration leaders’ effort to bind the 
house to send the bill to conference 
under a rule preventing votes on pay 
and veterans. The vote was 247 to 
169, with 131 democrats bolting their 
caucus rule under which they were 
supposed to be bound.

UN ST. LAWRENCE 
BEATEN IN SENATE 


Ratification Refused by 
42 Against to 46 for It. 
Roosevelt Plans To Re- 
submit Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—(#) 
The senate today forcefully rejected 
the St. Lawrence seaway pact for 
which President Roosevelt had fought 
for half a decade as both chief execu- 
tive of the nation and governor of 
New York. 

Ratification was refused by a vote 
of 42 against the pact with Canada 
to 46 for ii, giving the Roosevelt 
administration its first defeat on leg- 
islation backed by it. A two-thirds 
majority was required for approval. 

Warned, by his lieutenants at the 
capitol that defeat impended, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt announced even 
fore the vote that as soon as cir- 
cumstances permitted he would re- 
submit the treaty and again ask 
that. it be approved.

Georgia Income Return Rul- 
ing Allows Deductions for 
Federal Taxes Returned. 


The state supreme court ruled Wed- 
nesday that under the income tax law 
of 1929 and 1930 corporation could de- 
duct from their incomes the amounts 
paid the federal government in income 
taxes.

At Georgia, he did not play foot- 
ball, but as a basketball player un- 
der Coach H. J. Stegeman and a 
shortstop on Bill White's baseball 
team, continued his brilliant play that 
marked his high school career. 

GREAT IN COLLEGE. 

While a very fine forward on the 
basketball team and a very good high 
school end as a football player, Rich- 
ardson probably reached greatest re- 
nown as a baseball player in college. 
He was generally conceded to be the 
best college shortstop in the south at 
Georgia, Bob Reeves, of Tech, and 
other good ones not excepted. 

At Georgia in 1926, he captained 
both the basketball and baseball varsi- 
ties. He had another unusual record 
in that he never missed a game in 
either his high school or college career. 
Nolen Richardson was a very durable 
athlete and was always a remarkable 
fielder at the shortstop ition, which 
he ere played until he entered pro- 
fessional ball. 

He ares through an entire season 
at Tech High school without an error. 

Upon leaving college Richardson 
went with the Detroit club. In fact, 
the Tiger scouts had had their eyes 
on him even while he was playing in 
high school, but fortunately for Geor- 
gia, he was left alone until he had 
played out his allotted time. 

Detroit sent Richardson to Fort 
Worth in 1927, where he was shifted 
to third base. He never liked the posi- 
tion as well as playing short, but said 
nothing in his own quiet way and 
went about learning to play third as 
well as he could. 

FIELDED WELL. 

He fielded very well and hit over 
200 his first year in the Texas league. 
He was with Fort Worth*two seasons 
—1927 and 1928—before being called 
to Detroit for a trial in the big 
leagues. He started the ’29 season 
with the Tigers, fielded faultlessly but 
was a little light with the stick 
against the big league curvers. He was 
sent to Toronto, a Detroit “farm” for 
many years, to finish out the season. 

Richardson's playing with Toronto 
was brilliant. He hit .320 there in 
1930 an led the league in fielding. 

For the next couple of years, the 
Georgian spent considerable time 
commuting between Detroit and To- 
ronto. He continued to field brilliant- 
ly, however, and was good enough to 
play in 70 games at third with the 
Tigers in 1982. He made only two 
errors and would have led the Ameri- 
can league in fielding but for the fact 
that Jimmy Dykes, of the Athletics, 
had played in a great many more 
games, Richardson’s average was two 
points higher than that of Dykes, 
however. 

VALUABLE PLAYER. 

Bucky Harris, the Detroit manag- 
er, used Richardson often to play 
third in the tight spots. In other 
words, he would take the - regular 
third baseman out for a pinch batter 
in the latter innings and if Detroit 
tied the score or went ahead, Rich- 
ardson would go in to play third be- 
cause of his accuracy on fielding and 
throwing. 

“Talking about playing under a 
strain, that was it, scooping up those 
hard-hit balls with men on bases and 
your team holding a one-run lead,” 
Nolen said ‘once. In one inning he 
fielded three hard balls in succession 
to retire the side. 

Richardson batted .270 for Detroit. 
If he could have hit a little more he 
would be with that club now, for they

liam Gaffney, a Wisconsin farmer. 
Late on a June afternoon, he was 
working in the barnyard of his farm 
when he heard a rumbling noise’ which 
sounded like thunder. Then he did 
what proved to be just the wrong 
thing from the safety point of view 
—he stepped into the barn and stood 
there. Hardly an instant after he got 
inside there was a loud report, “like 
the firing of a cannon,” and a stone- 
like object came through the roof. 
By good fortune, it struck the floor 
of the barn several feet from where 
Mr. Gaffney stood. He went to the 
spot and found that it had gone down 
nine inches into the hard-packed clay. 


When he dug it out, he found that 
it was too hot to hold in his hand 
and it remained warm for more than 
two. hours, : 

The stonelike object was a small 
meteor cinder, or part of such a cin- 
er.. Perhaps the explosion—whick 
was heard at a distance of three miles 
from the farmer’s barn—blew a much 
larger cinder into bits; but, if sopthis 
was the only piece found. It weighed 
barely two pounds, but it tore through 
shingles and a one-inch board in the 
roof, then through a plank in the hay- 
loft, before it struck the floor. 

It happens now and then, though 
not often, that a person is close to a 
falling meteor; but more often me- 
teors fall where they are not seen 
until later. There is hardly a section 
of the earth from which meteor cin- 
ders have not been reported. ' 

During visits to New York city, I 
have seen a large meteorite in the 
American museum which was brought 
from Greenland. It weighs 35 1-2 
tons. The British museum in Lon- 
don contains hundreds of meteor 
cinders. 

In Arabia people look upon the 
“Kaaba stone” as a sacred thing, say- 
ing that it “fell from heaven” long 
ago. * This black stonelike object is 
believed to be a meteor cinder. 

Meteors are made up chiefly of 
iron, or of stone like that which comés 
from the eruptions of volcanoes. In 
addition to iron and stone, some me-. 
teors contain copper, ‘tin, nickel, 
aluminum and other elements. 

It seems almost certain that some 
meteors, if not all of them, are bits 
of broken comets.

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Georgia Fields 
And Streams

Quite a number of people have tel- 
ephoned recently, or where long dis- 
tance charges prohibit, have written 
in from the fringes of The Constitu- 
tion’s circulation, to protest against 
the inroads that flying squirrels are 
making on their property. I had al- 
ways considered Glaucomys a most 
amusing little rodent, and utterly 
harmless. I have lived in houses 
where visitors: invariably went away 
with the sensation of having been in 
a rat hole, bus if they were not in- 
timate enough with the family to ask 
and be told that they were f{Jging 
squirrels, we didn’t mind at all. 

Yes, I rather like to hear them go 
scampering over the rafters, and 
squeaking merrily in the friendly dark- 
ness. I have never minded being kept 
awake by any animal so long as I 
know it is not rats. Not that I am 
morbidly afraid of rats. I am whole- 
somely afraid of them, because I 


| personally know of nothing more-dan- 


gerous than a rat. Look at the money 
spent in this very state recently in 
an effort to control typhus fever, in 
a program which was based on the 
extermination of the rat,-an immigrant 
of the most deadly sort. Think of that 
dreadful and justly dreaded organ- - 
ism of rat-bite fever, that has a high 
index of mortality in the tropics, But 
all this is beside the point. 

If your are troubled with flying 
squirrels, you may control them in this 
style. Make a few light box traps, 
and see that they are baited with 
plenty of peanut butter of the nice, 
smelly, oily variety. Flying squirrels 
lose their small heads ee 
the face of such a sticky mess. ey 
enter the box traps with no suspi- 
cion at all, and from the traps they 
can be removed to whatever sort of 
disposition you choose to make of 
them. I recommend that they be sent 
to me, for I ean use them in my stud- 
jes on the fauna of the state. In 
fact, the American Museum of Natural 
History has already asked me to get 
some specimens of this particular sub- 
species of flying squirrel for them. If 
you want to kill them instead of ship- 
ping them or bringing them to me, 
you will do it most easily by gassing 
them with carbon bisulfide. If you 
want more immediate action, and can- 
not afférd the time to build traps, 
burn a few formaldehyde candles in 


your attic after calking the ventilators.

NEW YORK, March 14.—(?)— 
Drastic revision of judicial procedure 
junder the guidance of the ‘supreme 
‘eaurt to remedy a “distressing break- 


down of the law enforcement agencies |. 


in many parts of our Jand” was urged 
tonight by Attorney-General Homer 
S. Cummings. 

Addressing. the silver jubilee ban- 
quent of the New York County Law- 
yers’ Association, the attorney-general 
declared he’ was authorized to say 
such a method of reform carried the 
indorsement of President Roosevelt. 

Cummings said he has suggested to 
house and senate .committees legisla- 
tion to effect this reform. 

“T am persuaded that if the federal 
courts could reform their procedure 
and render it not only simpler but 
more responsive to actual needs,” the 
attorney-general said, “the example of 
such a system:would have a powerful 
and corrective :effect upon the prac- 
tice. in the states. 

“Perhaps the most vital objection 
is that the federal courts are tied to 
the antiquated system of statutory 
regulation now generally prevailing in 
the various states. Reform and im- 
provement are, therefore, hopelessly 
stalled at the outset.” 

The cabinet me ber cited the prac- 
tice in America for more than a cen- 
tury of permitting the supreme court 
to regulate practice and procedure ip 
equity cases. 

“The results-havye been highly sat- 
isfactory,” he added. “If this power 
could be extended to actions at law, 
the court would be in a position to 
unite the equity and law practice so 
as to secure one form of civil action 
and procedure for both. ‘This would 
constitute a legal*reform of the first 
magnitude.”

The governor suggested that the leg 
islature investigate the highway de- 
pfrtment, and “adopt legislation to 
compel efficiency and economy in this 
department, and to confine its activi- 
ties to the purpeses for which it was 
created. Tn other words,” said the 
governor. “make them build roads in- 
stead of political machines. If vou 
de this you will render the state a 
real service and may eliminate the 
danger of our losing federal monies, 
us was threatened last vear bhecaus@ 
of the inefficiency of this depart- 
ment.”

GILLIAM IS OPTIMISTIC 
OVER PLAZA PROPOSAL 


Alderman Leaves Washing- 
ton After Conferring With 
Officials of CWA. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—After 
a series of conferences with officials 
of the civil works administration Al- 
derman Ed Gilliam, of Atlanta, re- 
turned home this afternoon optimistic 
over prospects for obtaining approval 
of the proposed $300,000 downtown 
plaza project. 

Councilman Gilliam explained that 
no application has yet filed for 
approval of the development, the con- 
ferences here being preliminary in 
character, but after returning to At- 
lanta he will go over the situation 
with Miss Gay B, Shepperson, CWA 
administrator for Georgia, with a 


view of presenting a formal request 
for the necessary funds. In the initial 
discussions officials here reacted fa- 
vorably to the proposal, he said. 

The project calls for building a 
plaza over downtown railroad tracks 
between Forsyth and Pryor streets, 
with the CWA to furnish approxi- 
mately $250,000 of the total cost of 
labor and materials. The city of At- 
lanta would provide additional ma- 
terials costing $50,000. 

“The proposed‘ development,” said 
Mr. Gilliam, “would not only serve a 
useful purpose but would go a long 
ways in beautifying an important 
business section of Atlanta. I received 
encouragement from officials during 
my conferences here and steps will be 
taken to advance the project after re- 
turning to Atlanta.” 


ARMY MAIL PILOTS 
HANDICAPPED-HAIZLIP 


Army fliers had met with disaster 
in their attempts to carry the mail be- 


cause their training had been spe- 
cialized in a different form of avia- 
tion, James Haizlip, distinguished 
aviator, said Wednesday at a luncheon 
given for him and Mrs. Haizlip, her- 
self a distinguished aviator, at the 
Athletic Club, 

“You must understand that I am 
not taking sides in the air mail con- 
troversy,” Captain Haizlip explained. 
“I simply want to point out the dis- 
advantages these army boys suffered 
under. 

“These young men are extremely 
capable. Out of 10,000 applications 
not more, perhaps, than 200 are final- 
ly qualified for army flights. They 
are picked men, intelligent, well-train- 
ed, alert and in perfect physical con- 
ditions, . 

“But their training is in combat fly- 
ing which. calls for a technic as dif- 
ferent as possible from that used in 
commercial aviation. In the army ag- 
gression and maneuvering are insisted 
on. In flying the mail, the planes 
must fly evenly. 

“It was tvo much to expect that 
young men so trained could respond 
to a new method overnight, and do as 
well as pilots trained for five or six 
years in it. Called on suddenly to «lo 
night flying under adverse weather 
conditions, in planes insufficiently 
equipped with instruments, it was nat- 
ural that they should have met with 
disaster. However, I believe that this 
problem is soon to be solved satisfac- 
torily.” 

He compared the visual method 
used by aviators in the pioneer era 
with the instrument method now used, 
and described in detail his famous 
cross-country flight which he won, 
much to his surprise. 

Captain Haizlip’s wife, May Haiz- 
lip, also made a talk. Jesse Draper 
presided, and talks were made by W. 
G. Hastings, of the city council; Ma- 
jor William Plummer,: and Major 
Wiley Wright, of the department of 
commerce, intreduced the Haizlips. 
Carl Becker, of the St. Louis organi- 
zation of the Shell Petroleum Corpo- 
ration, which brought the aviators 
here. spoke. Captain and Mrs. Haiz- 
lip left for Macon during the after- 
noon.

Fanued by a stiff breeze and spread- 
ing in a manner that reminded mapy 
persons of the disastrous 1917 blaze, 
a fire which caught and destroyed the 
Holmes Institute, five-story negro 
school at 411 Hilliard street, early 
Thursday morning threatened’ the 
thickly populated section at Forrest 
avenue and Hilliard street while fire- 
men called out on two alarms battled 
to get the fire under control. 

Shortly after the fire was discov- 
ered at midnight, it had gutted the 
institute, an adjacent apartment 
building and two. houses in the rear 
of the institute, and was burning an- 
other apartment building.

Big Annual Increase

Henry Ford's order advancing his 
minimum wage for workers to $5 a 
day has increased the annual pay roll 
of the Atlanta Ford braneh to $250,- 
000 effective last Tuesday, E. D. Bot- 
tom, branch manager, announced Wed- 
nesday. 

Every Ford worker in this terri- 
tory, Mr. Bottom explained, is receiv- 
ing a 25 per cent increase, while sal- 
aried employes previously on minimum 
pay receive $25 a month extra. Ford 
workers here, as elsewhere, receive $35 
a day and employes on salary are now 
getting a minimum of $110 a month. 

Mr. Bottom also announced that 
the sales and service personnel of 
the Atlanta branch had been increased 
40 per cent. He said: 

“When Henry Ford established the 
minimum wage of $5 per day some 
years back, it was received as a star- 


tling innovation by the business world. 
The effect of this move on the part of 
the Ford Motor Company was un- 
doubtedly responsible for resulting 
higher wages to workers in all Jines 
of American industry and the growing 
belief upon the part of large manufac- 
turers that their own prosperity de- 
pended upon the prosperity and high- 
er standards of living of their own 
Workers. 

“Due to improving conditions in the 
southeast as wel] as remarkably in- 
creasing sales of the Ford V-8, it has 
been necessary to increase the sales 
and service personne! of the Atlanta 
branch by 40 per cent. 

“In the last nine years wages and 
salaries paid to residents in this ter- 
ritory by the Ford Motor Company 
have amounted to over $10,000,000 
and city, state and county taxes to 
over $325.000." 

Mr. Bottom said that February 
sales of the company's branch broke 
February records for the past five

POWER RATE CUTS 


Georgia Power and Light 
Company Wins Decision 
in Three-Judge Hearing. 


MACON, Ga., March 14.--(4)—A 
three-judge federal court today ruled 
reductions ordered by the Georgia pub- 
lie service commission for the Georgia 
Power & Light Company would de- 
prive the utility of a fair return and 
granted an injunction restraining en- 
forcement of the rate cut. 

The company’s court fight was the 
first made by a power concern in Ccon- 
testing rate reduction orders of the 
commission. The Georgia Power Com- 
pany and the Savannah Electric and 
Power Company agreed to reductions 
ordered by the commission in their 
rate schedules, President Arkwright, 
of the Georgia Bower Company, said 
in Atlanta the decision would not af- 
fect that company's policy regarding 
the reductions. 

The three federal judges held that 
rates prescribed by the commission 
would reduce the Georgia Power & 
Light Company’s return on its invest- 
ment to one-half of one per cent. Their 
order stated that if the service is 
costing more than it is worth “we 
see no remedy but for the consumers 
to find a substitute.” 

Forty-nine south Georgia communi- 
ties are served by the company. The 
judges pointed to purchase of power 
by the company from the Florida 
Power Company as one reason why 
its rates could not be reduced to con- 
form with those of the Georgia Power 
Company. The latter concern gen- 
erates most of its current. 

Svidence presented the judges, the 
order said, showed the company’s rate 
of return. after deduction of 3.5 per 
cent for depreciation, varied from 3.63 
per cent in 1928 to 3.59 per cent in 
1933. In 1932 the return was 4.1 per 
cent. The company’s property invest- 
ment was placed at $4,000,000. 

The judges also pointed out the com- 
pany must absorb a 3 per cent federal 
tax on electrical energy during 1954 
and make some increase in operating 
expense because of the NRA. They 
said they had no criticism to make of 
previous expenditures by the company. 

“Tt appears to us clear under the 
evidence so far produced that the new 
rates would deprive the company of a 
fair return on its property and would

Beef Cattle Outlook Dis- 
cussed by Educator. 
Meet Continues Today.. 


Urging southern farmers to diver- 


sify their crops and to acquire live- 
stock to enable them to “really make 
money on the biz crop—which is cot- 
ton,” W. T. Bennett, of the state 
college of agriculture, Wednesday at 
the Henry Grady hotel told the 
opening convention of the Railway 
Developn.ent Association of the 
Southeast “that profits in cattle, 
hogs and sheep will always come in- 
directly through cotton.” 

In further discussion of “The Out- 
look for Beef Cattle Production,” 
Bennett said: “Like other crops, the 
production of livestock is more than 
likely to be a gamble when it is the 
sole source of income. Yet as a 
component of a well-balanced system 
of farming it is as antagonistic to 
red on the business ledger as a .Jer- 
sey bull is to a bright red sweater. 
It would be poor salesmanship—it 
would be misleading, in fact. to say 
to southern farmers that livestock 
can replace cotton as a money crop 
or even compare favorably with it. 
Livestock, as grown on many farms, 
is not a great money crop in the 
usual meaning of the term. Some 
of the most successful cattlemen in 
the country insist that they have 
never made any conciderable money 
directly from their livestock enter- 
prises, but they will assure you— 
with figures to prove it—that they 
were never able to make any muney 
at farming until] they began raising 
cattle, sheep or hogs, or a combina- 
tion of them” 

Livestock “Great Balancer.” 

Continuing, Bennett said that 
“livestock is the great balancer in 
agriculture, the conserver of soil fer- 
tility, the profitable outlet for home- 
grown feeds, and otherwise waste 
roughage, and the means of bal- 
ancing labor throughout the year.”

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GILLIAM 1S OPTIMISTIC: 
OVER PLAZA PROPOSAL 


Alderman Leaves Washing- 
ton After Conferring With 
Officials of CWA. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—After 
a series of conferences with officials 
of the civil works administration Al- 
derman Ed Gilliam, of Atlanta, re- 
turned home this afternoon optimistic 
over prospects for obtaining approval 
of the proposed $300,000 downtown 
plaza project. 

Councilman Gilliam explained that 
no application has yet filed for 
approval of the development, the con- 
ferences here being preliminary in 
character, but after returning to At- 
lanta he will go over the situation 
with Miss Gay B, Shepperson, CWA 
administrator for Georgia, with a 
view of presenting a formal request 
for the necessary funds. In the initial 
discussions officials here reacted fa- 
vorably to the proposal, he said. 

The project calls for building a 
plaza over downtown railroad tracks 
between Forsyth and Pryor streets, 
with the CWA to furnish approxi- 
mately $250,000 of the total cost of 
labor and materials. The city of At- 
lanta would provide additional ma- 
terials costing $50,000, 

“The proposed‘ development,” said 
Mr. Gilliam, “would not only serve a 
useful purpose but would go a long 
ways in beautifying an important 
business section of Atlanta. I received 
encouragement from officials during 
my conferences here and steps will be 
taken to advance the project after re- 
turning to Atlanta.” 


ARMY MAIL PILOTS 
HANDICAPPED-AIZLIP 


Army fliers had met with disaster 
in their attempts to carry the mail be- 


cause their training had been spe- 
cialized in a different form of avia- 
tion, James Haizlip, distinguished 
aviator, said Wednesday at a luncheon 
given for him and Mrs. Haizlip, her- 
self a distinguished aviator, at the 
Athletic Club, 

“You must understand that I am 
not taking sides in the air mail con- 
troversy,” Captain Haizlip explained. 
“I simply want to point out the dis- 
advantages these army boys suffered 
under. 

“These young men are extremely 
capable. Out of 10,000 applications 
not more, perhaps, than 200 are final- 
ly qualified for army flights. They 
are picked men, intelligent, well-train- 
ed, alert and in perfect physical con- 
ditions, 

“But their training is in combat fly- 
ing which calls for a technic as dif: 
ferent as possible from that used in 
commercial aviation. In the army ag- 
gression and maneuvering are insisted 
on. In flying the mail, the planes 
must fly evenly. 

“It was tvo much to expect that 
young men so trained could respond 
to a new method overnight, and do as 
well as pilots trained for five or six 
years in it. Called on suddenly to «do 
night flying under adverse weather 
conditions, in planes insufficiently 
equipped with instruments, it was nat- 
ural that they should have met with 
disaster. However, I believe that this 
problem is soon to be solved satisfac- 
torily.” 

He compared the visual method 
used by aviators in the pioneer era 
with the instrument method now used, 
and described in detail his famous 
cross-country flight which he won, 
much to his surprise. 

Captain Haizlip’s wife, May Haiz- 
lip, also made a talk. Jesse Draper 
presided, and talks were made by W. 
G. Hastings, of the city council; Ma- 
jor William Plummer, and Major 
Wiley Wright, of the department of 
commerce, intreduced the Haizlips. 
Carl Becker, of the St. Louis organi- 
zation of the Shell Petroleum Corpo- 
ration, which brought the aviators 
here. spoke. Captain and Mrs. Haiz- 
lip left for Macon during the after- 
noon.

Announcement that since Jan- 
uary 1 all cars in Louisiana carry- 
ing Georgia tags have been im- 
pounded until their owners prove 


that they are residents of Georgia, 


would seem at first impression to 


be an unwarranted imposition on 


Georgia tourists, but it should be 
borne in mind that a serious sit- 
uation has been created by the 
large number of Georgia tags 
bought by car owners from other 
States. 

Many Louisiana motorists, in or- 
der to evade the high license in 
their own state, have, in one way 
or another, been able to secure 
Georgia tags. Georgia officials have 
sought to avoid selling tags to resi- 
dents of other states, but they have 
been unable to put a stop to the 
practice when the tags were bought 
by friends and relatives in Georgia 
of people living elsewhere. 

There are two sides to the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the Lou- 
isiana authorities are being unduly 
firm with law-abiding tourists from 
this state. It is undoubtedly 
troublesome for Georgians driving 
their cars in Louisiana to be faced 
with the frequent necessity of es- 
tablishing their residence here to 
police officers they meet, but on 
the other hand the Louisiana of- 
ficials are confronted with a dif- 
ficult task in determining which 
cars uSing the highways of the 
state have, or have not, the right 
to carry Georgia tags. 

The sensible thing for Georgia 
tourists in Louisiana to do is to 
carry with them satisfying creden- 
tials. This would insure their 
prompt release in the event they 
are held up by officers whose only 
purpose is to ascertain whether or 
not the Georgia tag belongs to one 
who has a right to it. 

Those who are evading the law 
of their own states should be ex- 
posed.

THE BONUS AGAIN. 

It is unfortunate that so contro-

Will it Be War? 


We cannot deny that the failure 
of the disarmament conference to 
come to an agreement threaiens to 
bring back the armament. race which, 
on a previous occasion, plunged ¥ 
rope into the great cataclysm of 1914. 
Thomas Mann, the great German writ- 
er, said on one occasion that war 
comes of itself, unless you do some- 
thing ae it. How much sooner 
then will it not come if some nations 
deliberately seek to hasten its ad- 
vent? 

There can scarcely be any question 
about it today that the reich under 
Herr Hitler is piling up armaments 
and chemicals and poison gases and 
exerts its utmost to bully the other 


powers in granting Germany a bet-|- 


ter equipped army. And, obviously, 
this renewal of the spirit of Prussian 
militarism and the thirst for expan- 
sion, could not have failed to produce 
a sense of deep disquietude in other 
lands. The vicious circle again en- 
ters into operation. Germany claims 
to be entitled to a larger army, France 
follows suit and strengthens her de- 
fense. France builds a bigger air 
fleet and immediately Italy follows 
suit. Italy builds and Jugo-Slavia 
takes alarm and so on and so forth, 
the one after the other the countries 
become infected with the psychosis of 
war. 

What can be done about it? Our 
first duty is to look for the funda- 
mental causes which determine this 
new madness. If we -do this, and 
make a really serious inquiry, we soon 
find that there are actually people in 
this world who draw immense benefit 
from fostering the war spirit. They 
are the owners of gigantic munition 
concerns and armament trusts. 1 have 
seen their lobbies operate in Geneva, 
in The Hague and in London on the 
occasion of different international con- 
ferences. They thrive on internation- 
al dissention. The more dissention, 
the more nervousness, the more re- 
ciprocal piling up of armaments, the 
more they like it and the more thev 
flourish. 


What should be done in every coun- 
try is an immediate control by the 
different governments of the munition 
trusts. The manufacture of arma- 
ments. is playing with dynamite in 
the present restless and nervous world- 
order. This highly dangerous game 
should not be left in the hands of 
private individuals, who are under 
constant temptation to foster the war 
spirit for the sake of profits. When 
the element of profit is taken out of 
the manufacture of armaments, an 
immense step forward is taken in the 
direction of universal peace. Govern- 
ments, as owners of munition works, 
sole owners, that is, are neverthe- 
less under the collective - supervision 
of the citizens. And the citizens of 
not a single country on earth want

Health Talks

CIRCULAR GARTERS AND 
VARICOSE VEINS. 


It is commonly thought that the 
practice of wearing hose supporters 
that encircle «the leg, or even the 
modern garterless stockings, tends to 
cause or aggravate enlargement of the 
veins—varicose veins. 

According to the observations of 
Dr. Norman J. Kilbourne, of Los An- 
geles, who has carried out careful ex- 
periments and studies by means of 
X-ray, the direction- of flow of blood 
in the superficial veins of the leg is 
not upward (toward the heart) as we 
have always assumed, but rather 
downward (away from the heart) 
from hydrostatic pressure or the 
weight of the blood at least when the 
patient stands or sits with the legs de- 
pendent. 

By injecting into a vein a substance 
that is opaque to the X-ray and then 
watching the blood movement through 
the fluoroscope, Dr. Kilbourne de- 
termined conclusively that the direc- 
tien of flow is downward in the super- 
ficial veins below the level of the great 
valve in the saphenous vein just below 
the bend of the knee. X-ray pictures 
taken 20 and 80 seconds after injec- 
tion of such opaque substance showed 
no movement of the blood upward but 
only downward. 

Therefore there is no upward blood 
flow to be impeded by round garters. 

Can the blood flow in the main o- 
deep veins of the leg be obstructed or 
impeded by the wearing of such gar- 
ters? Of course the direction of this 
main blood flow in the leg veins is 
upward, toward the heart. Dr. Kil- 
bourne answers this question with an 
assured ‘‘no.” He determined this by 
applying a tourniquet very tight, much 
tighter than a patient would think of 
wearing a garter, and yet the opaque 
medium is carried away in the deep 
veins so rapidly that it is difficult to 


|take the X-ray picture quickly enough 


after the injection to catch any of it 
on the plate. The deep veins, he says, 
are buried too well near the in- 
terosseous membrane under pads of 
thick calf and thigh muscle to be af- 
fected by the pressure of round gar- 
ters, 

Where there is a tendency to edema 
or swelling of the feet or legs, it may 
be better to avoid tight garters or 
other constriction around the leg, 
knee or ankle. But where there are 
swollen veins about the foot, Dr. Kil- 
bourne points out that the direction 
of flow in the veins there is upward. 

In normal persons, then, it seems 
there is no good reason to imagine the 
wearing of round garters causes vari- 
cose veins. In persons who have vari- 
cose veins, there is not only no sound 
objection, but perhaps some advantage 
in wearing round garters. 

In regard to the treatment of vari- 
cose veins which distress the expec- 
tant mother. Dr. Kilbourne cites evi- 
dence in favor of injection treatment 
in the fourth to seventh months when 
the patient has serious trouble. Dr. H. 
O. McPheeters, of Minneapolis, who 
is likewise an authority on the subject 
of varicose vein treatment, urges injec- 
tion of varicose veins in pregnancy 
when the patient suffers much from 
them. Nine out of ten such patients 
are gratified with the results.

TOBIN DENIES GIVING: 
BONDS 10. |. REECE 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 14.— 
(UP)—Joseph S. Tolgin, state commis- 
sioner of insurance and banking, to- 
day denied that he ever turned over 
any bonds from the department to 
Joseph I. Reece, whom he succeeded 
in office. 

Tobin was put on the stand as a 
rebuttal witness by the state in the 
trial of Reece, charged with stealing 
$100,000 in bonds from the depart- 
ment, in an effort to refute Reece’s 
story of a “political deal” concerning 
the bonds. 

Reece has testified that the bonds 
were delivered to him by Tobin, after 
the latter had succeeded him in office 
in January of 1933, under an agree- 
ment whereby they were to be sold 
to settle certain political campaign 
deficits. a 

The defendant claimed the “deal 
was conceived primarily to refund 
$22,000 which he had donated to the 
finance committee of Governor Hill 
MecAlister’s 1932 gubernatorial cam- 
paign from unadjusted back-tax funds 
in his custody.

SHOW DOG’S LIFE NEW YORK, March 14.—Every year I go 
shoving through the crowd at the dog 
show in Madison Square Garden and I have yet to get over 4 sort 
of feeling that the dogs don’t care much for the experience and 
that the principal motive 6f most of the people who show them off 
is to make some money. This is a legal purpose, all right, but the 
nonprofessional who goes to such an exhibition generally is a sucker 
for a playful bark or the wag of a tail and the pros who raise dogs 
by the herd, or pack, for the market, seem to be taking an unethical 
advantage of his tenderest feelings for purposes of sordid gain. 
The professional exhibitor’s attitude teward his dogs, or stock, 
seems altogether impersonal and when he bends down to grab his 
mutt by the tail and yank it to its feet in a studied and artificial 
posture, to catch the eye of the judge, my policy would be to say, 
“Oh, let us forget about the judges and what they may happen to 
think and go on home and see what I can frisk out of the ice box 


for you.” 


It appears very unlikely, judging from the demeanor of the 
show dogs and their owners, that anybody ever frisks anything out 
of the ice box for them or lets them jump up on a good chair or 


the foot of a bed ‘and stay there. 


Anybody who has ever known a 


dog personally is bound to know, however, that these are among the 
most important pleasures in a dog’s life, and, although the dog 
experts will claim that such practices are bad for the dog, I have 
known some. dogs quite intimately which managed to survive this 
sort of mistreatment and live very full lives. 


IMPERSONAL There can be no personal relation between the 

dog and the owner in a commercial kennel be- 
cause if there were the proprietor would not hang a price tag on 
his pooch and sell it to anyone who happened to come along with 


enough money. 


I am aware of an incident at one of the best com- 


mercial kennels, or a dog store as you might call it, in the region of 
New York in which the buyer and the seller stalled just $5 apart 
on the prices bid and asked for a Scottie pup, whereat the profes- 
sional dog lover picked up his little mutt and turned away, saying, 
“I will fry.him and eat him before | will take a nickel less.” 

It is possible to become too sentimental about dogs, and rare 
examples of heroism and loyalty on the part of dogs are exploited 


into a tradition which runs for the entire breed of animals. 


Not to 


minimize the sacrifices which have been authenticated, I have a sus- 
picion, however, that dogs do not invariably rescue the baby or the 
man from a watery grave but sometimes are guilty of terrible in- 
difference and just amble away. Or, with an exaggerated sense of 
humor, the dog may frolic and bark along the shore making a great 


joke of a tragic happening, and then forget all about it.

tell no tales about the dogs which didn’t go to the rescue and one 
seldom reads pieces in the paper about the dog which fraternized 
with the burglars and romped about the house for them, showing 
off his tricks and playing the fool generally, while they drank the 
boss’ Scotch and robbed the place.

TOBACOD GROWERS 
BACK ACREAGE oF 


98 Per Cent Have Siened * 
Agreements To Reduce 
30 Per Cent. 


TAFTON, Ga., March 14.—Grow- 
ers of flue- cured, bright-leaf tobacco 
in south Georgia. where 60,000,000 
pounds of the commodity were mar- 
keted last year, are strongly in favor 
of acreage reduction. 

From the federal processing tax 
the producers will be paid between 
10 and 20 per cent of the total amount 
of money received for their 1933 
crop, provided they sign contracts 
agreeing to reduce the 1934 acreage 
oO per cent. 

E. C. Westbrook, tobacco specialist 
of the Georgia State College of Agri- 
culture, says 98 per cent of the south 
Georgia growers have signed the agree- 
ments. 

With this fact as a basis, and with 
weather similar to the last growing 
season, observers predict the 1934 
south Georgia crop will approximate 
45.000.000 pounds. 

Cold weather a few weeks ago re- 
tarded the tobaceo’s growth and many 
plant beds had to be resown. This

One of the best all-aronnd athletes 
ever developed in the city of Atlanta 
was Nolen Richardson, of Tech High 
school, now playing professional base- 
bali as a member of the Toronto club 
of the International league. 

Richardson, who afterward entered 
the University of Georgia at Athens 
to become a basketball and baseball 
star there, held a most unique record 
his last year at Tech High. 

He captained the teams in all three 
sports in which he participated—foot- 
ball, basketball and baseball. 

At Georgia, he did not play foot- 
ball, but as a basketball] player un- 
der Coach H. J. Stegeman and a 
shortstop on Bill White’s baseball 
team, continued his brilliant play that 
marked his high school career. 

GREAT IN COLLEGE. 

While a very fine forward on the 
basketball team and a very good high 
school end as a football player, Rich- 
ardson probably reached greatest re- 
nown as a baseball player in college. 
He was generally conceded to be the 
best college shortstop in the south at 
Georgia, Bob Reeves, of Tech, and 
other good ones not excepted. 

At Georgia in 1926, he captained 
both the basketball and baseball varsi- 
ties. He had another unusual record 
in that he never missed a game in 
either his high school or college career. 
Nolen Richardson was a very durable 
athlete and was always a remarkable 
fielder at the shortstop ition, which 
he sos, played until he entered pro- 
fessional ball. 

He played through an entire season 
at Tech High school without an error. 

Upon leaving college Richardson 
went with the Detroit club. In fact, 
the Tiger scouts had had their eyes 
on him even while he was playing in 
high school, but fortunately for Geor- 
gia, he was left alone until he had 
played out his allotted time. 

Detroit sent Richardson to Fort 
Worth in 1927, where he was shifted 
to third base. He never liked the posi- 
tion as well as playing short, but said 
nothing in his own quiet way and 
went about learning to play third as 
well as. he could. 

_ FIELDED WELL. 

He fielded very well and hit over 
300 his first year in the Texas league. 
He was with Fort Worth*two seasons 
—1927 and 1928—before being called 
to Detroit for a trial in the big 
leagues. He started the ’29 season 
with the Tigers, fielded faultlessly but 
was a little light with the stick 
against the big league curvers. He was 
sent to Toronto, a Detroit “farm” for 
many years, to finish out the season. 

Richardson’s playing with Toronto 
was brilliant. He hit .320 there in 
1930 an led the league in fielding. 

For the next couple of years, the 
Georgian spent considerable time 
commuting between Detroit and To- 
ronto, He continued to field brilliant- 
ly, however, and was good enough to 
play in 70 games at third with the 
Tigers in 1932. He made only two 
errors and would have led the Ameri- 
can league in fielding but for the fact 
that Jimmy Dykes, of the Athletics, 
had played in a great many more 
games. Richardson’s average was two 
points higher than that of Dykes, 
however. 

VALUABLE PLAYER. 

Bucky Harris, the Detroit manag- 
er, used Richardson often to play 
third in the tight spots. In other 
words, he would take the regular 
third baseman out for a pinch batter 
in the latter innings and if Detroit 
tied the score -or went ahead, Rich- 
ardson would go in to play third be- 
cause of his accuracy on fielding and 
throwing. 

“Talking about playing under a 
strain, that was it, scooping up those 
hard-hit balls with men on bases and 
your team holding a one-run lead,” 
Nolen said ‘once. In one inning he 
fielded three hard balls in succession 
to retire the side. 

Richardson batted .270 for Detroit. 
If he could have hit a little more he 
would be with that club now, for they

liam Gaffney, a Wisconsin farmer. 
Late on a June afternoon, he was 
working in the barnyard of his farm 
when he heard a rumbling noise’which 
sounded like thunder. Then he did 
what proved to be just the wrong 
thing from the safety point of view 
—he stepped into the barn and stood 
there. Hardly an instant after he got 
inside there was a loud report, “like 
the firing of a cannon,” and a stone- 
like object came through the roof. 
By good fortune, it struck the floor 
of the barn several feet from where 
Mr. Gaffney stood. He went to the 
spot and found that it had gone down 
nine inches into the hard-packed clay. 


y 


When he dug it out, he found that 
it was too hot to hold in his hands, 
and it remained warm for more than 
two. hours. 

The stonelike object was a small 
meteor cinder, or part of such a cin- 
der.. Perhaps the explosion—whick 
was heard at a distance of three miles 
from the farmer’s barn—blew a much 
larger cinder into bits; but, if so#this 
was the only piece found. It weighed 
barely two pounds, but it tore through 
shingles and a one-inch board in the 
roof, then through a plank in the hay- 
loft, before it struck the floor. 

It happens now and then, though 
not often, that a person is close to a 
falling meteor; but more often me- 
teors fall where they are not seen 
until later. There is hardly a section 
of the earth from which meteor cin- 
ders have not been reported. ' 

During visits to New York city, I 
have seen a large meteorite in the 
American museum which was brought 
from Greenland. It weighs 35 1-2 
tons. The British museum in Lon- 
don contains hundreds of meteor 
cinders. 

In Arabia people look upon the 
“Kaaba stone” as a sacred thing, say- 
ing that it “fell from heaven” long 
ago. This black stonelike object is 
believed to be a meteor cinder. 


Meteors are made up chiefly of 


iron, or of stone like that which comés 
from the eruptions of volcanoes. In 
addition to iron and stone, some me- 
teors contain copper, ‘tin, nickel, 
aluminum and other elements. . 

It seems almost certain that some 
meteors, if not all of them, are bits 
of broken comets.

Look at the money 
spent in this very state recently in 
an effort to control typhus fever, in 
a program which was based on the 
extermination of the rat, an immigrant 
of the most deadly sort. Think of that 
dreadful and justly 
ism of rat-bite fever, that has a high 
index of mortality in the tropics, But 
all this is beside the point. 

If your are troubled with flying 
squirrels, you may control them in this 
style. Make a few light box traps, 
and see that they are baited with 
plenty of peanut butter of the nice, 
smelly, oily variety.

DETROIT, March 14.—(#)—Henry 
Ford, who yesterday announced a 
restoration of the five-dollar-a-day 
minimum in Ford Motor Compa.y 
plents, said today that President 
Roosevelt is “stopping” a good many 
“harmful things” that would other- 
wise be “put over on the people.” 

Predicting that industrial and com- 
mercial condition will continue to im- 
prove throughout the year, Ford warn- 
ed against ‘‘get-rich-schemes, whether 
they come from the stock market, the 
politicians or the so-called ‘labor lead- 
ers.’ ’ 

“I believe the bankers cannot put 
anything more over on the American 
people,” he said, “at least not in this 
generation. In the last year, the Amer- 
ican people have 
about the bankers that they are no 
longer afraid of them. 

“The bankers of the country would 
like to use the banks and the labor 
unions and anything else in their con- 
trol to destroy competition. In the 
present condition of the country, a 
good many harmful things would be 
put over on the people if the presi- 
dent did not stop them. 

“Most of these things come into 
collision with President Roosevelt. 
He stops them.”

NEW YORK, March 14.—(4)— 
Drastic revision of judicial procedure 
under the guidance of. the supreme 
eourt to remedy a “distressing break- 
down of the law enforcement agencies 
in many parts of our Jand” was urged 
tonight by Attorney-General Homer 
S. Cummings. 

Addressing. the silver jubilee ban- 
quent of the New York County Law- 
yers’ Association, the attorney- -general 
declared he’ was authorized to say 
such a method of reform carried the 
indorsement of President Roosevelt. 

Cummings said he has suggested to 
house and senate .committees legisla- 
tion to effect this reform. 

“T am persuaded that if the federal 
courts could reform their procedure 
and render it not only simpler but 
more responsive to actual needs,” the 
attorney-general said, “the example of 
such a system: would have a powerful 
and corrective ‘effect upon the prac- 
tice in the states. 

“Perhaps the most vital objection 
is that the federal courts are tied to 
the antiquated system of statutory 
regulation now generally prevailing in 
the various states. Reform and im- 
provement are, therefore, hopelessly 
stalled at the outset.” 

The cabinet methber cited the prac- 
tice in America for more than a cen- 
tury of permitting the supreme court 
to regulate practice und procedure in 
equity cases. 

“The results have been highly sat- 
isfactory,”” he added. “If this power 
could -be extended to actions at law, 
the court would be in a position to 
unite the equity and law practice so 
as to secure one form of civil action 
and procedure for both. ‘This would 
constitute a legal: reform of the first 
magnitude.”

Governor ‘Refuses To Ap- 
prove $10,000,000 PWA 
Road Loan Bill. 


JACKSON, . Miss.,- March  14.—() 
In a seorching arraignment of the 


state highway commission, Goverpor 
Sennett Conner today informed mé¢m- 
bers of the Mississippi legtslature, 
assembled in joint session, ef his re- 
fusal to aprove the $10,000,000 PWA 
highway loan bill. 

As soon as the governor. finished 
speaking and the house session re- 
sumed, Representative Fielding 
Wright, of Rolling Fork, chairman 
of the committee on highway financ- 
ing, moved that the house override 
the vete and fix eonsideration of the 
motion as special order of business 
tomorrow. The motion passed with 
only a few scattered “nays. 

A two-third majority of both houses 
is necessary to override the veto. 

The message contained sharp criti- 
cism of State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation W. F. Bond, who is seeking 
an increase in the common school ap- 
propriation for the ciffrent biennium. 

The governor suggested that the leg- 
islature investigate the highway de- 
pfrtment, and “adopt legislation to 
compel efficiency and economy in this 
department, and to confine its activi- 
ties to the purposes for which it was 
created. In other words,” said the 
governor. “make them bwild roads in- 
stead of political machines. If you 
do this you will render the state a 
real service and may eliminate the 
danger of our losing federal monies, 
us was threatened last vear hecaus€ 
of the inefficiency of this depart- 
ment.” 

That a veto also awaits the home- 
stead exemption bill, which is beiny 
enrolled and enclosed after passage 
hy both houses, was strongly hinted 
in the message when the governor 
declared “thousands are losing their 
homes at tax sales to pay bond is- 
sues. You have proposed to give the 
average home-owner a_ reduction of 
about $3 on his tax bill through a so- 
called homestead exemption, and to 
supply revenue displaced by this nom- 
inal exemption you propose to mort- 
gage his home with a bond issue.” 


SOUTH CAROLINA SOLONS 
FIGHT ON APPROPRIATIONS 

COLUMBIA, S. C.. March 14.--() 
While the senate wrangled over a mo- 
tion to recommit the $6,947,000 ap- 
propriation bill, the house today 
plunged into its ealendar in an at- 
tempt to clear the way for sine die 
adjournment as soon as the pivotal 
supply measure can get its final ap- 
proval.
